Colorado.     H.  B.  6.    Mr.  Graham 

To  create  a  Water  Conservation  Board  consisting  of  the  Governor, 
Attorney  General,  State  Engineer  and  Director  of  State  Planning 
Commission  and  seven  members  appointed  by  the  Governor.    The  Board 
shall  have  power  to  negotiate  interstate  compacts  and  conserve  the 
water  of  the  State,  encourage  irrigation  districts,  water  users' 
associations,  cooperate  vdth  Fedora],  agencies,  investigate  plans 
and  activities  of  other  states,  and  formulate  drafts  of  legisla- 
tion.

To  establish  the  Development  and  Industrial  Commission  in  the 
Department  of  Labor  and  Industries  for  the  purpose  of  promoting 
and  developing  industrial,  agricultural  and  recreational  resources 


of  the  State.    The  Commission  shall  conduct  research  into  agri- 
cultural and  industrial  conditions  and  seek  to  coordinate  the 
activities  of  unofficial  bodies  organized  to  promote  such  interests. 
It  may  advertise  and  publish  information  concerning  recreational 
advantages  of  the  New  England  States, 
Approved  May  29,  Laws  1957,  Chapter  427.

To  provide  optional  forms  of  County  Government.     Four  plans  are 
provided  under  which  counties  may  operate:     the  County  Mayor  form, 
County  Manager  form,  County  Director  form,  and  County  Board  form. 
An  election  may  be  held  to  vote  upon  the  adoption  of  any  of  the 
four  plans  provided  for  in  the  Act.     County  Boards  of  Supervisors 
shall  be  the  determining  body  of  the  County  and  shall  be  vested 
with  power  to  levy  taxes,  appropriate  funds  and  enact  local  county 
laws  relative  to  property  and  the  government  of  the  county.

To  authorize  the  organization  of  County  Soil  Conservation  asso- 
ciations whose  membership  shall  comprise  land  owners  incorporated 
under  the  Cooperative  Marketing  Act  (of  1923).    ^Jhcn  the  Association 
contracts  to  pay  its  proportionate  share  of  the  cost  of  terracing, 
the  County  Court  (Commissioners)  may  purchase  the  equipment.  The 
Association  shall  request  the  advice  and  help  of  the  Agricultural 
Extension  Service.    All  terracing  work  done  to  qualify  for  payment 
under  the  Federal  Domestic  Allotment  Act  shall  be  in  accord  with 
specifications  prescribed  by  the  Agricultural  Engineer  of  the  Uni- 
versity.
